Acknowledging the receipt of your letter of the 3d instant in regard to the purchase of 
silver bullion required for the fractional silver coinage, the plan proposed by you of inviting 
proposals from bullion dealers who are in the habit of selling silver for delivery at your Mint for 
the standard dollar coinage is approved, and you can make payment for the same by check on the 
Assistant Treasurer at New York in the same manner as in the case of silver purchased for the 
standard dollar coinage. 


It is very desirable that one hundred thousand dollars in dimes be coined as early as 
practicable, as the demands upon the Treasury are likely to absorb this amount at an early day. 


I would suggest the purchase of from one hundred and twenty-five to one hundred and 
fifty thousand ounces, as in your judgement may seem best.
